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OPENING  CONVOCATION  —  SEPTEMBER,  1979

In  the  early  morning  of  Wednesday,  September  12, 
just  prior  to  the  meetings  of  the  first  classes  for 
1979-80,  Headmaster  Ragle  addressed  the  entire 
school  —  330  students  and  45  faculty  members  — 
and  keynoted  the  year  in  these  words: 


Generally  what  strikes  a  first-time  visitor  to  Governor 
Dummer,  especially  during  the  summer  when  the  student 
body  is  away,  are  the  campus,  the  setting,  the  marshes,  the 
woods,  the  fields,  the  buildings  uncrowded  and  seeming  to 
fit  in  with  one  another. 

Caught  between  the  Mill  River  on  the  south  and  the 
Parker  to  the  north,  winding  their  ways  through  the 
marshland  to  the  ocean  five  miles  eastward,  the  Academy  is 
favored  with  one  of  the  loveliest  settings  of  any  school  in 
New  England.  But  when  I  say  "setting,"  I  am  talking  not 
about  the  school,  but  the  container  within  which  the  school 
exists. 

The  relationship  between  the  setting  and  the  school  is, 
for  example,  somewhat  like  that  between  the  White  House 
in  Washington  and  the  Presidency.  The  stateliness  and  the 
beauty  of  the  White  House  are  impressive  —  but  we  have 
had  weak  Presidents  and  strong  Presidents:  very  often  the 
quality  that  the  phrase  "The  White  House"  conveys  is  a 
function  of  the  lives  and  actions  of  those  who  are  currently 
occupying  it. 

Again,  it  is  as  with  a  church  building.  Religion  is  not  the 
cathedral;  it  is  not  even  the  denomination,  like  Catholicism 
or  Methodism.  It  is  a  way  of  life  stemming  from  the  beliefs 
of  those  who  embrace  it.  The  church,  whether  a  building  or 
an  institution,  is  simply  a  container:  no  matter  how  ma- 
jestic, how  beautiful,  it  cannot  dictate  the  health  or  the 
vitality  of  people's  beliefs  and  the  way  they  lead  their  lives. 

I  should  like  you  to  apply  this  picture  to  a  school,  to  this 
Academy  —  and,  in  a  few  moments,  to  this  year  and  to 
yourselves. 

What  the  first -time  visitor  to  Governor  Dummer  sees  is  a 
good  place  for  a  school  to  happen.  Until  he  looks  deeper  at 
us,  however,  and  observes  what  we  do  with  our  lives 
together  and  our  work,  he  cannot  evaluate  whether  or  not 
this  is  a  good  school. 

Look  for  a  moment  beneath  the  surface:  it  is  not  hard  to 
recognize  the  talent  and  —  as  those  of  you  who  have  been 
here  know  —  the  diversity  of  the  faculty,  with  many  varied 
interests  and  representing  a  wide  range  of  experience.  That 
is  a  beginning. 

Last  summer  some  Governor  Dummer  boys  helped  Mr. 
Champoux  and  Mr.  Kirkpatrick,  working  on  the  Buildings 
and  Grounds  crew.  Doug  Minster,  Doug  and  Stu  Cawley, 
Geoff  and  Steve  Wall,  and  Chris  Stafford  discovered,  in  a 


way  in  which  few  of  us  have  the  opportunity  to  do,  just 
how  much  one  part  of  the  staff  does  for  the  school.  Faculty 
families  (some  of  you  will  get  pretty  close  to  campus 
children  during  the  year),  office  personnel  —  even  the 
awesome  population  of  campus  dogs!  —  all  combine  to 
form  part  of  the  framework  within  which  the  school  year 
progresses.  Yet  in  and  of  themselves,  they  are  not  the 
Academy. 

What  really  controls  the  kind  of  school  Governor  Dum- 
mer is,  how  good  a  school  it  is,  is  the  interaction  of  all  that  I 
have  described  —  with,  of  course,  at  the  center  you,  the 
student  body.  The  character  of  Governor  Dummer  is  not 
permanent,  guaranteed,  unchanging.  The  Academy  in  any 
one  year  takes  a  significant  part  of  its  image  and  its  strength 
from  we  who  make  up  the  community  and  the  ways  in 
which  we  conduct  our  lives  and  carry  out  our  respon- 
sibilities. 

It  is  true  that  externally  this  is  a  beautiful  place.  It  is  up  to 
us  to  appreciate  that  and  keep  it  that  way.  But  if  we  abuse 
what  lies  beneath  the  surface  —  the  obvious  things  like  the 
insides  of  the  buildings  and,  beyond  these,  the  oppor- 
tunities that  exist  here,  the  beauty  counts  for  little. 

That  the  faculty  and  staff  have  talent  counts  for  little 
unless  they  use  it,  share  it  —  and  unless  you  take  good  ad- 
vantage of  it. 

To  return  to  the  image  of  the  container,  one  may  possess 
a  cup  of  beautiful  workmanship,  a  delicate  bone  china  cup 
or  an  intricately  crafted  chalice  —  but  what  is  inside?  Is  it 
empty,  offering  nothing  to  him  who  picks  it  up?  Or  is  it,  on 
closer  examination,  chipped  from  careless  or  unthinking 
handling?  Or  are  the  insides  crusted  or  mouldy  from 
overuse  and  lack  of  attention?  Are  the  contents  flat  and 
stale,  or  sparkling,  pure,  nourishing,  refreshing?  Who  has 
been  using  it?  How  well?  And  for  what? 

What  all  this  comes  down  to  is  that  this  is  our  school,  all 
together  —  with,  at  the  center,  you  the  student  body,  for 
whom  it  exists.  In  determining  how  good  a  school  it  is,  you 
play  a  key  part.  If  observers  comment  that  we  are  a  friendly 
school  —  and  many  in  the  recent  past  have  said  so  —  it  is 
largely  because  of  how  you  and  your  predecessors  have 
treated  them.  If  colleges  recognize  our  graduates  as  well 
prepared  and  attractive  to  them,  it  is  because  of  the  in- 
dividual goals  our  alumni  set  for  themselves  while  they 
were  here,  as  well  as  the  goals  toward  which  we  continue  to 
work  collectively. 

How  good  a  year  will  1979-1980  be  for  Governor  Dum- 
mer? That  is  very  largely  in  your  hands,  dependent  upon 
the  goals  you  recognize  and  the  goals  you  accept.  It  is  not 
always  easy,  and  it  will  involve  stamina  and  much  work 
along  the  way  —  and  fun,  too. 

The  year  is  in  our  hands  —  all  of  us  together.

Retires  from 
Bowdoin 


After  33  years  as  the  Chief  Physician  for  Bowdoin  Col- 
lege, Dan  Hanley  '35  has  announced  his  retirement  effective 
as  of  June,  1980. 

A  long-time  leader  in  the  world  Olympic  movement  and 
an  internationally  known  expert  on  the  treatment  of 
athletic  injuries,  Dr.  Hanley  says  he  has  no  immediate 
plans,  but  intends  to  be  active  in  some  capacity  as  a  physi- 
cian. 

A  former  Chief  Physician  for  several  U.S.  Olympic 
teams,  Dan  Hanley  is  the  U.S.  Representative  to  and  a  per- 
manent member  of  the  medical  commission  of  the  Interna- 
tional Olympic  Committee  and  Deputy  Chairman  of  the  In- 
ternational Association  of  Olympic  Medical  Officers.  If  the 
summer  games  take  place  as  scheduled,  Dan  will  have  spent 
much  of  this  year  in  the  Soviet  Union  in  preparation  for  the 
Olympics. 

One  of  the  most  popular  members  of  the  Bowdoin  facul- 
ty, "Dr.  Dan"  has  won  numerous  honors.  In  1961  the  town 
of  Brunswick  held  a  testimonial  dinner  at  which  area 
residents  paid  affectionate  tribute  to  his  many  contribu- 
tions to  the  community  and  to  his  fellow  citizens.  In  that 
same  year  he  was  honored  at  Governor  Dummer  as  one  of 
our  most  outstanding  graduates.  In  1971  he  won  the  Bow- 
doin Alumni  Council's  Award  for  "service  and  devotion  to 
Bowdoin,"  and  in  1977  he  was  inducted  into  the  Maine 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

For  years  an  active  Chairman  for  the  class  of  '35,  Dan  has 
served  the  Academy  well.  Though  he  will  not  be  able  to  at- 
tend his  45th  Reunion  this  spring,  we  wish  him  well  with  his 
duties  for  the  Olympic  Committee.

ROGER  COULTER, 

FIRST  MORSE  FLAG  RECIPIENT, 

DIES  AT  82 

It  was  over  66  years  ago,  at  the  150th  Commencement 
Exercises,  that  the  first  Morse  Flag  was  awarded  through 
the  generosity  of  the  late  Reverend  Glenn  Tilley  Morse, 
Rector  of  All  Saints  Episcopal  Church  in  West  Newbury. 

Roger  Coulter,  the  first  recipient  in  that  spring  of  1913, 
was  a  distinguished  young  man  bound  for  Williams  College 
and,  later,  Harvard  Law  School  before  embarking  on  a  suc- 
cessful partnership  with  the  Boston  law  firm  of  Parker, 
Coulter,  Daley  and  White. 

This  fall,  on  September  29  in  Cohasset,  Roger  Coulter 
passed  away  at  the  age  of  82  leaving  behind  a  legacy  of  ac- 
complishment and  service  to  his  family,  his  community, 
and  his  school. 

A  native  of  Baltimore,  Roger  served  in  the  Marine  Corps 
in  World  War  I  and  graduated  as  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1918  from  Williams.  In  World  War  II  he  again  served  with 
the  Marines,  after  which  he  ended  his  military  career  with 
an  honorable  discharge  and  the  rank  of  major.  Roger's 
friendship  with  the  Academy,  which  spanned  most  of  his 
life,  included  twenty  years  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  from 
1949  to  1969;  during  that  period  many  changes  were  ex- 
perienced within  the  school.  Two  capital  fund  drives 
resulting  in  considerable  renovation  and  construction,  ex- 
pansion of  the  drama  and  art  programs,  and  policy  change 
all  occurred  during  his  term  on  the  board.  Roger's  ex- 
perience and  wisdom  helped  provide  a  steadying  influence 
for  the  difficult  task  of  trusteeship  during  those  volatile 
years. 

Few  schools  can  count  among  their  ranks  alumni  as  sup- 
portive as  Roger  Coulter.  His  dedication  to  the  Academy 
and  his  commitment  to  high  standards  —  both  personal 
and  academic  —  have  left  their  mark  on  a  school  whose 
growth  he  aided  when  growth  was  needed,  and  to  which  he 
gave  invaluable  guidance.  We  count  ourselves  lucky  to 
have  known  such  a  man.  Roger  will  be  missed. 


FORMER  FACULTY  MEMBER 
HONORED  AT  EXETER 


It  was  announced  this  fall  that  Charles  A.  Hamblet  of 
Phillips  Exeter  Academy's  Department  of  Mathematics  has 
been  named  a  Bicentennial  Professor,  supported  by 
the  William  R.  Kenan,  Jr.  Charitable  Trust  of  New  York  for 
the  five-year  period  of  1979-84. 

Many  Governor  Durnmer  alumni  will  remember  Chuck  Hamblet 
from  his  years  on  the  faculty  as  a  teacher  (1967-70),  highly 
successful  basketball  coach,  and  acting  head  of  the  Math 
Department  (1969-70). 

In  announcing  the  appointment  on  September  12  at  the 
ceremonies  opening  Exeter's  199th  year,  Principal  Stephen 
Kurtz  stated,  "...  Mr.  Hamblet  has  served  with  distinc- 
tion in  every  important  phase  of  the  Academy's  life  —  as  a 
teacher,  athletic  coach,  and  dormitory  supervisor.  His 
dedication  to  duty  and  responsiveness  to  our  changing 
needs  have  set  an  example  of  what  it  means  to  be  a  first-rate 
schoolman  in  the  demanding  environment  of  a  boarding 
school  ..."

DEFERRED  GIVING  AT 
GOVERNOR  DUMMER 

The  Academy's  new  Deferred  Giving  program 
makes  possible  a  larger  gift  than  you  may  have 
thought  possible  .  .  .  and  pays  you  income  for  life. 

How  would  you  like  the  satisfaction  of  making  a 
substantial  gift  to  Governor  Dummer  while  not  giving  up 
any  income? 

Or,  does  the  idea  of  actually  increasing  your  spendable 
income,  while  helping  GDA  to  plan  for  the  future,  appeal 
to  you? 

These  are  just  some  of  the  advantages  which  may  accrue 
to  a  donor  who  participates  in  some  of  the  plans  now 
available  to  alumni  and  friends  of  Governor  Dummer 
through  the  Academy's  Deferred  Giving  program. 

What  is  Deferred  Giving? 

The  term  "Deferred  Giving"  refers  to  a  number  of  op- 
tions, most  of  which  were  created  by  the  Tax  Reform  Act 
of  1969  in  order  to  encourage  philanthropic  giving.  There 
are  many  variations,  but  basically  a  plan  works  as  follows. 

First  of  all,  an  individual  decides  that  he  or  she  would 
like  to  do  something  substantial  for  Governor  Dummer 
Academy.  Normally  such  a  donor  might  simply  give  cash, 
securities,  or  other  property  directly  to  the  school.  But  in 
this  case  he  finds  that  he  is  unable  to  make  an  outright  gift 
as  large  as  he  would  like  because  he  is  dependent  upon  the 
income  which  his  assets  generate. 

Therefore,  he  irrevocably  transfers  certain  assets  — 
usually  cash,  securities,  or  real  estate  —  to  a  trust,  which 
assumes  responsibility  for  the  investment  of  these  assets. 
The  trust  agrees  to  pay  income  to  the  donor  for  the  rest  of 
his  or  her  life.  What's  more,  on  the  death  of  the  donor  the 
income  may  also  be  paid  to  the  donor's  wife  or  husband  (or 
any  other  designated  person).  On  the  death  of  this 
beneficiary,  the  assets  held  in  the  trust  become  the  property 
of  Governor  Dummer. 

But  there  are  other  advantages  to  the  donor  beyond  the 
life  income  provided  by  this  kind  of  Deferred  Gift. 

First,  there  is  a  substantial  income  tax  deduction  in  the 
year  in  which  the  gift  is  established.  The  amount  of  the 
deduction  is  determined  by  official  government  tables,  and 
is  dependent  upon  the  age  and  sex  of  the  donor  and /or  the 
beneficiary  (the  older  the  donor,  the  greater  the  income  tax 
deduction). 

Another  advantage  is  that  the  donor  frees  himself  of  in- 
vestment concerns,  since  this  responsibility  is  assumed  by 
the  trustee  who  administers  the  trust. 

The  donor's  estate  will  benefit  by  an  unlimited  estate  tax 
deduction,  and  by  a  saving  on  probate  costs.  These  par- 
ticular savings  are  also  available  for  a  gift  by  Will,  but  with 
a  Deferred  Gift  plan  there  is  the  additional  advantage  that 
the  donor  receives  recognition  and  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  during  his  lifetime  of  the  good  work  that  his 
benefaction  will  promote. 

Increasing  Your  Income 

In  some  cases,  the  establishment  of  a  Deferred  Gift  plan 
actually  results  in  an  increase  in  the  donor's  spendable  in- 
come. This  occurs  when  the  gift  is  made  with  highly  ap- 
preciated assets  which  are  producing  relatively  small  in- 
come. 


For  example,  suppose  that  you  own  securities  which  you 
acquired  many  years  ago  and  which  are  now  worth  far 
more  than  you  paid  for  them.  The  stock  is  paying  a  divi- 
dend of  only  2%  or  3%,  but  realistically  you  cannot 
reinvest  in  stock  with  a  higher  yield  because  you  would  be 
liable  for  a  huge  capital  gains  tax.  The  trust,  however,  can 
sell  the  stock  without  being  taxed  and  can  then  invest  in 
securities  paying  8%  -  9%  or  more,  depending  on  current 
interest  rates.  You  have  thereby  greatly  increased  your  in- 
come, and  you  will  receive  it  for  the  rest  of  your  life. 

Common  Deferred  Giving  Plans 

The  plan  which  will  probably  be  of  greatest  appeal  to  most 
alumni  and  friends  interested  in  making  a  Deferred  Gift  is 
the  Governor  Dummer  Pooled  Income  Fund.  In  a  Pooled 
Income  Fund,  the  gifts  of  many  donors  are  commingled  and 
each  donor  receives  his  or  her  share  of  the  earnings.  Since 
the  funds  do  not  have  to  be  managed  separately,  participa- 
tion in  a  Pooled  Income  Fund  requires  a  gift  of  a  smaller 
amount  than  do  some  other  Deferred  Giving  plans. 

Other  commonly-used  vehicles  include  the  Charitable 
Remainder  Unitrust  and  the  Charitable  Remainder  Annuity 
Trust.  With  the  former,  the  donor  receives  a  fixed  percen- 
tage of  the  trust's  assets;  with  the  latter,  he  receives  a  fixed 
amount  each  year  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Another  option  is  the  gift  of  a  home  or  farm  with  retain- 
ed life  residency  —  that  is,  the  donor  gives  his  home  to  the 
Academy  but  retains  the  right  to  live  in  it  for  the  rest  of  his 
life.  Again,  there  is  an  income  tax  deduction  available, 
which  would  not  be  the  case  if  the  donor  simply  left  his 
home  to  the  school  in  his  Will. 

Finally,  life  insurance  offers  an  opportunity  for  a 
Deferred  Gift.  If  you  have  a  life  insurance  policy  that  has 
outlived  its  need,  you  may  give  it  to  the  Academy  and 
deduct  the  total  premiums  you  have  paid  or  the  cash  value  of  the 
policy,  whichever  is  less.  Alternatively,  you  may  take  out  a 
new  policy  naming  the  school  as  beneficiary,  and  take  an 
income  tax  deduction  for  the  premiums. 


In  Summary 

Deferred  Giving  often  makes  a  gift  possible  when  other- 
wise none  could  have  been  made;  it  can  also  allow  a  much 
larger  gift  than  an  interested  donor  may  have  thought  he 
could  make.  Unlike  a  bequest,  it  makes  possible  a  signifi- 
cant gift  during  the  donor's  lifetime.  It  provides  income  for 
the  life  of  the  donor  and  his  spouse.  It  allows  a  substantial 
income  tax  deduction.  It  permits  the  avoidance  of  capital 
gains  taxes  and  often  allows  reinvestment  of  assets  for 
higher  yield.  It  permits  the  donor  to  rid  himself  of  invest- 
ment concerns.  It  provides  benefits  for  the  donor's  estate. 

In  all  cases,  you  should  consult  your  legal  advisor  if  you 
are  considering  the  possibility  of  a  Deferred  Gift.  For 
detailed  information  on  any  form  of  a  Deferred  Gift,  please 
contact  the  Development  Office  at  Governor  Dummer 
Academy,  Byfield,  MA  01922;  telephone  (617)  462-6643.

FALL  ATHLETICS 


Football 

Despite  the  loss  of  19  lettermen  from  last  year's  squad, 
the  football  team  finished  with  a  5-2-0  record  —  the  second 
best  in  a  decade.  The  team  averaged  well  over  300  yards  per 
game  on  the  ground,  and  senior  Marty  Stephan  led  the  en- 
tire North  Shore  area  with  12  touchdowns  (despite  a  short 
season)  and  finished  the  year  as  the  record-holder  in  vir- 
tually every  rushing  category.  Four  players  received  All- 
League  honors,  with  another  four  chosen  to  the  All-League

The  Governors  had  a  season  full  of  the  best  competition 
available,  since  the  schedule  pitted  the  team  against  most  of 
the  strongest  teams  in  the  independent  ranks.  They  started 
by  beating  St.  Sebastian's,  a  team  picked  by  many  to  win 
the  League  championship,  by  a  score  of  30-25.  The  Buck- 
ingham, Browne  &  Nichols  game  produced  perhaps  the 
hardest  hitting  of  the  year  and  a  24-12  GDA  victory.  Then 
came  Thayer,  considered  at  that  point  in  the  season  the  best 
team  in  the  League.  Trailing  7-6  with  less  than  30  seconds 
remaining,  the  Governors  scored  on  a  4th -down -and -seven 
play  to  pull  out  a  12-7  win. 

Then  bad  luck  came  in  twos.  First  there  was  a  24-14  upset 
by  Brooks.  And  with  the  score  tied  32-32  in  the  waning 
moments  of  the  Groton  game,  Groton  stunned  the 
Governors  with  three  touchdowns  in  24  seconds  and  a 
56-32  final  score. 

The  team  reverted  to  form  in  the  final  two  games,  with 
strong  performances  against  St.  Mark's  and  arch -rival  Bel- 
mont Hill  for  victories  of  36-6  and  32  6  respectively.  Get 
your  tickets  early  for  next  season;  the  Governors  should  be 
strong  again. 


Soccer 

The  1979  varsity  soccer  team  came  under  new  manage- 
ment for  only  the  fourth  time  since  the  sport  was  begun  at 
Governor  Dummer  in  the  1930's.  Coaches  Mike  Mulligan 
'71  and  Bob  Cole  have  breathed  fresh  vitality  into  a  group 
of  young  inexperienced  players  who,  with  the  help  of  only 
one  returning  letterman,  were  able  to  compile  the  most 
wins  in  the  Gummere  Cup  League  since  1965.  Their  4-4-2 
record  also  placed  them  fourth  in  the  League,  the  second 
best  standing  since  '65.

The  difference  was  discipline,  organization,  and  team- 
work which  inspired  pride  and  confidence  within  a  team 
which  had  little  returning  leadership.  Pre-game  dinners 
sponsored  by  coaches  Mulligan  and  Cole  helped  to  inspire 
team  morale,  and  with  humor  and  good  spirit  practices 
were  conducted  to  teach  hustle  and  determination  which 
turned  a  building  year  into  a  successful  season.  Despite  the 
loss  of  Most  Valuable  Player  Amir  Ahari,  graduation 
should  not  greatly  affect  a  team  comprised  mainly  of 
underclassmen. 

Women's  Soccer 

Another  team  which  will  be  left  virtually  intact  from 
graduation  is  the  women's  soccer  team  which,  following  a 
6-4-1  season,  will  enjoy  the  return  of  a  complete  starting 
lineup  next  fall.  Scoring  honors  were  shared  by  junior  Sue 
Perry  and  Erica  Baum,  the  only  graduating  member  of  this 
year's  squad,  with  four  goals  apiece.  Other  outstanding 
performances  were  contributed  by  offensive  players  Ann 
McCullom  '81  and  Bonnie  Perkins  '82,  and  by  defensive 
players  Carole  Austin  '81  and  Heather  Perkins  '81.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


1978-79  was  an  especially  rewarding  year  in  at  least  two 
ways.  First,  the  11%  Annual  Fund  increase  from  $120,081 
to  $133,370  in  unrestricted  gifts  guaranteed  once  more  a 
strong  Academy  that  will  continue  with  confidence  into  a 
new  decade.  Secondly,  the  $7,370  that  was  contributed 
beyond  our  $126,000  goal  became  just  one  more  reaffirma- 
tion of  the  continuing  support  and  rising  enthusiasm  among 
our  alumni,  parents  and  friends. 

Our  deep  appreciation  to  alumni,  parents  of  current  and 
past  students,  and  friends,  who  supported  GDA  this  past 
year  as  never  before.  Alumni  donors  increased  from  970  to 
978,  parents  increased  from  293  to  305  donors,  and  friends 
increased  their  donor  ranks  by  one  from  65  to  66. 

Phonathons  continued  to  attract  an  increasing  number  of 
gifts  from  all  groups  and  our  success  has  been  the  result  of 
tremendous  volunteer  support.  This  past  year,  69  in- 
dividuals calling  on  eight  different  evenings  from  New  York 
and  Boston  elicited  pledges  of  nearly  $25,000.
